I grew up in St, Louis on the 
near south side in what would

There was no molly-coddling 
by these valiant women, If we 
failed, they taught us it was be- 
cause we did not try hard enough, 
yr because someone else knew a 
little more than we did, Boxing 
night have been the way out of the 
slums for the black boys, but for 
the white poor, it was education, 
Our young minds never harbored 
the slightest doubt about that, 
thanks to our grade school teach- 
ers, who were mostly unmarried 

nly family often

Believe it or not, | met a 
teacher just like that the other 
day. Her nameis Frances Sparks, 
She lives in Upland and teaches 
the fifth grade at Cucamonga Ele- 
mentary School, a position she 
has held for the past 26 years, 
To Miss Sparks, fundamental ed- 
ucation is the greatest asset any 
young American can have, And 
there are no shortcuts to a good 
fundamental education, 

Frances Sparks was born in 
Tulia, Texas, Her mother never 
wanted her to become a teacher, 
But one of the people she most 
admired in her life was her own 
fifth grade teacher in Tulia, Mrs, 
Fred Childres, By the time Fran- 
ces went to Lubbock, Texas to 
trend college at Texas Tech, 
Mrs, Childres had moved there 
and their friendship continued, 
Frances attended church each 
Sunday with her former teacher 
and desire to teach grew strong-

mother continually besought her 
to come home and get a “‘real 
job.” Finally, she took a job in 
the Tulia city hall and went 
home to live with her mother, 
But when the war came along and 
a teacher was needed at the Sa- 
caton Indian Reservation in Ari- 
zona to teach the displaced Ja- 
panese children, Frances Sparks 
took the job and has never since 
left the classroom, 

After the War, she was visit- 
ing a friend in gan Bernardino, 
She went to the County Board of 
Education for a job and was of- 
fered three choices, She chose 
Cucamonga Elementary and 
asked for the fourth, fifth or 
sixth grade, That was {946, 

Miss Sparks met and con- 
quered a unique challenge her 
first year at Cucamonga, One 
of the boys in her class refused 
to come to school, When she went 
home to Tulia for her Christmas 
vacation, she bought a car and 
brought it back to Cucamonga 
with her, Thereafter she picked 
up the straying boy every morn- 
ing and took him with her to 
class, 

Being an elementary school 
teacher in the same community 
for twenty-six years makes one 
something of a celebrity. When 
Miss Sparks volunteered to help 
for two hours only to give the 
first polio immunizations, she 
had such a “kissing good time’”’ 
visiting with all her old pupils 
who were now bringing their 
children for the immunizations, 
she stayed all day, 

Teaching has been good in 
many ways to Frances Sparks, 
Some of her best friends are 
former students, She has bought 
a home in Upland and three rent- 
al units, and “‘a new car when- 
ever I needed one,”” She has had 
time for her favorite clubs, the 
Business and Professional Wo- 
men’s Club and the Parliamen- 
tary Unit of Sigma Omega, of 
which she was charter president, 

Upon retirement Miss Sparks 
is looking forward to returning 
to the classroom once more, only 
this time she will be a student, 
Her next venture in life, she 
Says, is to study parliamentary 
law,

Citizens respond to needs of elderly 


One evening recently Bill 
Shourds, president of the Upland 
Fun After Fifty Club, was just sit- 
ting downto dinner when the phone 
rang. The voice was frantic, The 
woman lived 20 miles from Up- 
land, but she needed tc gO to the 
doctor, She had no money, but 
she had heard that Shourds could 
get Someone to take her to the 
doctor, ‘‘Stay by your telephone,” 
Shourds told her, Within fifteen 
minutes a volunteer had picked 
the woman up at her door and 
she was on the way to a doctor, 


As head of the Upland Fun Af- 
ter Fifty Club, Shourds is also 
coordinator of a share-the-ride 
plan for senior citizens which 
he inaugurated with the help of 
the Upland News, When the O-l| 
busline between Ontario and Up- 
land quit running several months 
ago, many senior citizens were 
stranded with no transportation 
other than taxicabs, which their 
meager fixed incomes often could 
not allow, even in emergencies, 


With almost single minded pur- 
pose, Shourds set about to help 
the senior citizens, He enlisted 
the aid of the Upland News and a 
series of articles were run, Other 
newspapers took up the cause, 
The response of volunteers who 
were willing to drive senior citi- 
zens was overwhelming, 


‘‘There isn’t a senior citizen 
in Upland, Cucamonga, Alta Lo- 
ma, Ontario or Montclair who 
must wait longer than fifteen 
minutes to be picked up at his 
or her home in an emergency,” 
Shourds said, Shourds took the 
Thanksgiving Dinner of the Fun 
After Fifty Club with more than 
150 people present at the Upland 
Women’s Club to give special 
thanks for the tremendous re- 
sponse to the needs of the city’s 
elderly, 


When the first volunteer calls 
to drive senior citizens started 
coming in, Shourds and his wife 
had to spend al) their time at 
the telephone matching requests 
for rides with volunteers, He 
tried to match those who lived 
near each other, Then some- 
thing unusual started to happen, 


“The volunteers would just 
fall in love with a senior citi- 
zen they had given a ride and 
would sort of adopt them, They 
would call me back and say, “Mr, 
Shourds, you don’t have to worry 
about Mr. Berry anymore, He’s 
going to call me direct when he 
needs to go somewhere,’ ”

SACRAMENTO -~ Check 
your sand boxes, folks, 
The Department of Parks 
and Recreation will soon 
be in the market for 60 
million pounds (that’s 
30,000 tons or about 
215000 cubic yards) of 
sand for a swimming 
beach at Lake Perris in 
Riverside County, 

The Department ex- 
plained that it won’t need 
the sand untilthe summer 
of 1973, but sources of 
supply and general cost 
estimates are needed now 
to put into a 1972-73 bud- 
get request, 

Lake Perris, a State 
Water Project reservoir, 
is located 18 miles south- 
east of the city of River- 
side and five miles north- 
east of the city of Perris, 
A $17 million recreation 
complex is planned at the 
Lake, and among the 
facilities will be 2 »800 
feet of sandy swimming 
beach. That’s what the 


sand will be for, 

The Department needs 
to know how much sand 
you’ve got, what it will 
cost ( and remember, it 
has to be hauled to 
Perris), what kind of sand 
it is, and where it’s loc- 
ated, 

If you have a sand pile 
in your back yard (orown 
a sand mountain) and 
would like to see it’ 
gracing the beach at Lake 
Perris, call Clark Mul- 
davin at the Department’s 
Sacramento headquarters 
(916) 445-7257. 

Recreational facilities

Personalized licenses 
for everyone now 


SACRAMENTO - Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan to- 
day signed a bill enabling 
California motorists to 
display personalized li- 
cense plates on any truck, 
pickup, trailer or motor- 
cycle. Until now such 
plates could be used only 
with passenger automo~ 
biles or motorcycles, 

“‘The legislation is ef- 
fective immediately,” 
said Director of Motor 
Vehicle Robert Cozens, 

‘“fand DMV offices are 
ready to accept applica- 
tions for these “‘ecology’ 
plates from owners of 
commercial vehicles and 
trailers, Proceeds from 
plate purchases go to 
ecology-oriented pro- 
jects. 


Many commercial fleet 
owners who have wantec 
to mame a product or 
slogan on their truck li- 
cense plates can now do 
so, Cozens _ stated, 
“Owners of pickup trucks 
which require commer- 
cial plates have expres- 
sed frustration at being 
excluded from eligibility, 
They are now able to use 
this avenue of expression, 


and so are trailer own- 


ers.” 
A $25 fee entitles any 


motorist to license plates 
displaying two to six let- 


ters and/or numbers of 
his choice -- if available 
and suitable. He may not 
duplicate any already ex- 
isting personalized plates 
or other plate series in 
use, The plates stay with 
the owner as long as he 
pays the special $10 an- 
nual renewal fee (in addi- 
tion to other regular 
fees), For $12 the plates 
may be transferred from 
one vehicle to another. 

If plates orderd now are 
picked up after January l, 
1972, the $10 renewal fee 
will not fall due until 1973. 

Personal license plate 
sales began in California 
in August 1970, Nearly 
$700,000 in net revenues 
have been produced from 
the sale of some 40,000 
plates. This money is 
earmarked for a number 
of environmental projects 
including: air pollution 
control, agricultural 
burning studies, conser~ 
vation education pro- 
grams, power plant siting 
investigations, and stud- 
ies of noise pollution at 
airports. 

As more PLP money 
comes in, appropriations 
can be made to several 
additional projects which 
are awaiting funding.

Proper care of the 
“Choose and Cut” tree 
is essential if it is to re- 
main fresh and vigorous 
during the entire holiday 
season, For best results 
the association advises: 


- If you buy your tree 
several days before it 
will be set up and decor- 
ated, store itoutside, Cut 
the butt of the tree at a 
diagonal about one inch 
above the original cut- 
this opens the pores and 
aids in the absorption of 
water, Place the butt end 
in a container of water. 
Sprinkling water on the 
branches and needles will

For the highly attractive landscaping installed around Hamilton Substation in 
Huntington Beach, the Southern California Edison Company has been accorded 
the coveted nationally-recognized Landscape Award, It was presented by Mrs, 
Richard M, Nixon on behalf of the American Association of Nurserymen, The 
"face lift’ at Hamilton Substation consisted of grassed earthen berms, a num- 
ber of five- and 10-year grown trees and extensive battered-shingle veneer 


walla, 


SCE’s Hamilton Substa- 
tion was the landscape 
architect firm of Court- 
land Paul/Arthur Beggs 
& Associates, of Corona 
del Mar, and its new part- 
ner, Dennis M, Taylor, 
who designed the esthe- 
tics project, 

The substation, located 
on South Brookhurst Ave., 
about two miles north of 
the Pacific Coast High- 
way, is one of nearly 50 
electrical distribution fa- 
cilities which the Edison 
Company is upgrading 
in terms of visual im- 
provements, 

Edison retains the ser- 
vices of environmental 
design teams to assess 
each substation on an in- 
dividual basis, according 
to Head, The landscape 
architects determine how 
best to harmonize the fa- 
cility with existing city- 
scape or landscape, 

Since Hamilton Substa- 
tion was built before the 
development of ‘“‘low- 
profile’ substation 
equipment, the goal of 
blending it into the sur- 


rounding residential area 
was particularly chal- 
lenging, Head pointed out, 
Over 6000 yards of soil 
was brought in for ex- 
ternal berms, and these 
were planted with sodded 
bluegrass, Victorian Box 
and Eucalyptus trees, 
Shingle siding was in- 
stalled as a superstruc- 
ture over existing slab 
construction of the outer 
walls ofthe station, From 
the street, one now sees 
principally a roofline and 


battered shingle veneer 
walls, 
Massive doors vene- 


ered with a “‘warm’’-ap- 
pearing wood provide an 
impressive entrance, 

In order to provide 
trees of the proper size 
and species for landscap- 
ing, Edison has estab- 
lished its own tree nurs- 
ery at its Mesa Substa- 
tion in Monterey Park. 

“In most cases, Edi- 
son is giving a free hand 
to the design people to 
develop new concepts for 
industrial landscaping,’’ 
Head pointed out,
